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Downtown Mall To Rise Adjacent 


Fo — Municipal Parking 
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There will be a new retail, commercial 
mall in downtown Andover after all 

Robert Finlayson, who owns the Park 
Street property behind the former Purity 
Supreme building, has plans to develop a 
shopping mall extending from Park Street 
to the end of the property. The building 
would house retail space on the first floor, 
extending from the present Moor and Moun- 
tain location; have a second floor of either 
retail, commercial or office space and third 
floor of lofts 

For Finlayson, it is the third proposal to 
create new business space in the Central 
Business District, the other two involving 
the Purity Supreme building and lot and a 
proposed town parking garage. 

This proposal, unlike the others, will take 
place entirely on property owned by Finlay- 
son and is in the final planning stages 

The Andover businessman said this week 
that his current timetable for the project, 
estimated to cost in the vicinity of $1 mil- 
lion, is to complete the planning, architec- 
tural and engineering phase, as well as 
secure contractors, during the fall and win- 
ter months, with construction to get under- 
way in the Spring 

The mall will front on the new municipal 
parking lot, formerly the Purity Supreme 
lot, and be separated from the property by a 
sidewalk and landscaping 

The town of Andover, which will develop 
the parking lot, as provided by the annual 
town meeting, completed agreements with 
Bartlett Realty Trust, of which Finlayson is 
a partner with Robert Webster of Channel 
Building, for purchase of the property this 
week 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said the 
purchase and sale agreement was signed on 
Wednesday, with Bartlet Trust receiving

Dawn Markle of Bellevue Road believes 
the urge to volunteer is something one is 
born with. ‘‘You either are a volunteer or 
you're not,’’ she explains. ‘‘You get hooked 
on it and it just becomes a way of life.’ 

Mrs. Markle, then, is certainly a born 
volunteer. ‘I've been filling in my time as a 
volunteer as far back as I can remember in 
some way or another,’ she says. ‘‘I just 
can't imagine not volunteering in some 
area.’ 

For the past ten years, Mrs. Markle’s 
volunteer spirit has taken her to Lawrence 
General Hospital, where she works in the 
Aid Association’s Hospitality Shop. A friend 
who was volunteering at the hospital coffee 
shop encouraged her to try it, she recalls, 

and for some reason, I just loved it right 
away. Ten years later, I’m still there.”’ 

Last year, she was appointed to a two- 
year term as chairman of the Hospitality 
Shop committee — and she is now devoting 
more time than ever to the hospital 

Tall and silver-haired, Mrs. Markle has a 
polished and straightforward manner. Her 
volunteer days began in the ‘‘tiny little 
town" of Ironia, N.J. when her children 
were little, she says (son Brian is now 30 
and daughter Sharon, 28). As a women's 
club member, she donated her time to 
Greystone Park State Hospital, a home for 
the blind, a home for patients with multiple 
sclerosis, and to her church an experi- 
ence she remembers fondly 

My desk was in a little tiny corridor 
outside the kitchen, with the mimeograph 
machine. Later I had an office at home — | 
remember assembling annual reports on 
the pool table. It was fun.” 

She is still not sure what led her whole- 
heartedly into volunteering. ‘It just hap- 
pened. It just gives you such a warm feel- 
ing, doing little things that people 
appreciate so much writing letters or 
reading letters to the blind, taking them out 
onto the porch. It’s not very much to give, 
but it can make people very happy.”’ 

The Markles moved to Andover 12 years 
ago, when Raymond Markle was trans- 
ferred to a new position with Bell Laborato- 
ries. The Newcomer's Club introduced Mrs 
Markle to volunteering at Academy Manor 
Nursing Home, where she worked on crafts 
projects with residents and helped organize 
picnics and holiday parties until her 
friend suggested she might enjoy helping 
out at Lawrence General's coffee shop 

It was a completely new experience for 
me,’ she says of her first duties at the 
shop: pouring coffee, making milkshakes 
serving breakfast and lunch. ‘I had never 
worked as a waitress.'’ What sold her on the 
volunteer job was the ‘‘warm, friendly at- 
mosphere’ among hospital employees, visi- 
tors and volunteers at the coffee shop. ‘‘It’s 
just a great place to be 

The large Hospitality Shop includes both 
the coffee shop and a gift shop in one area 
which helps draw coffee shop customers 
into the ‘‘extremely successful”’ gift shop 
(One customer told the volunteers she had 

the most expensive cup of coffee she ever 
had’ at the hospital, Mrs. Markle notes 
The customer spent 30 cents in the coffee 
shop — and eight dollars in the gift shop.) 

Open from 9 a.m. to 7:45 p.m., the coffee 
shop offers meals, sandwiches and soda 
fountain treats, while the gift shop carries 
gift items (‘‘trays, lamps, knickknacks’’), 
jewelry, lingerie, a few cosmetics, mag- 
azines, cards and a very popular selection

of baby clothes and toys (‘‘they go out as 
fast as they come in’’) 

The shop is staffed by three cooks, two 
gift shop managers and four part-time cof- 
fee shop employees, supported by about 30 
volunteers who work at the cash registers 
and behind the coffee shop counter for one 
morning or afternoon each week 

After working on the counter for a few 
years, Mrs. Markle took over as jewelry 
buyer for the gift shop, a job she came to 
enjoy despite initial trepidation. Even 
though she had assisted the former buyer 
for two years, ‘‘the first time I went on a 
buying trip by myself I was a wreck. I kept 
asking myself, did I spend too much mon- 
ey? Did I buy the wrong things? I felt very 
uneasy about it.’’ Besides choosing jewelry 
for the shop at local trade shows, she also 
set up the shop displays 

(A group of nine buyers, all volunteers 
choose all the gift shop merchandise and do 
a ‘‘great’’ job at it, Mrs. Markle says 
‘They give an awful lot of time, traveling 
all over the country, and it shows.’’) 

Her new post as chairman of the Aid 
Association Hospitality Shop Committee 
has brought with it new responsibilities. 
Mrs. Markle now meets once a month with 
her committee to establish policy and pro- 
cedures to run the shop. She also fills in 
whenever and wherever she may be needed 

I'm the first person they call when 
there's an emergency or a no-show. Last 
week I was on the counter at the coffee 
shop, this week on the gift shop register, 
then back to the coffee shop. I’ve tried to 
keep my schedule relatively light so I’m 
available.” 

And she is working on an annual report 
(not assembling it on a pool table this time, 
but writing it), along with other paperwork 
and record-keeping that can be ‘“‘time-con- 
suming.”’

Yet what she still enjoys most is working 
on the coffee shop counter, ‘‘crazy as it may 
sound. It's fast-paced, it’s friendly, it’s busy 
— and it’s the people. It has to be the 
people. I get thanked a hundred times a 
day, and that isn’t too tough to take. Every- 
one is so appreciative of the service they 
get. There’s always a smile and a thank 
you 

From the medical staff to the volunteers, 
Lawrence General Hospital ‘‘happens to be 
very fortunate in having the kind of people 
it has working there, all the personnel,’’ 
Mrs. Markle adds. ‘‘Being there ten years, 
I've had a lot of personal contact. I’ve come 
to know them. It’s just like a warm family 
atmosphere that exists at the hospital.”’ 

She has seen many people come and go 
during her years at the hospital; among the 
latest arrivals is a new executive director, 
Thomas Hennessey, who ‘‘seems to be an 
exceptionally talented person.”’ 

The typical volunteer has changed a bit, 
too, she notes. Ten years ago, most volun- 
teers were women in their thirties and 
forties; today, they are women in their 
fifties and sixties (along with a few men 
and ‘“‘some husband and wife teams’’) 
Some hospital volunteers are in their late 
seventies and early eighties, Mrs. Markle 
says. She attributes the absence of younger 
women to the fact that many may be in- 
volved in careers, or marrying and starting 
families later than in past years. 

The hospitality shop itself has also seen 
changes, like the recent addition of ‘‘a love- 
ly new patio outside the shop, with yellow 
umbrellas and flower pots. It’s very popu- 
lar on warm sunny days.’’ And the gift 
shop's faded floral draperies have just been 
replaced with modern-looking beige verti- 
cal blinds 

Volunteering at the hospital can be hectic 
at times, Mrs. Markle admits. ‘Sometimes 


when it’s really busy and I get a little bit 
weary, I think, what am I doing here?’’ And 
serving as chairman sometimes leaves her 
little time for her favorite hobbies: read- 
ing, playing bridge, bowling and working in 
the family flower and vegetable gardens. 

‘But I wouldn't do it if I didn’t want to,”’ 
she says. ‘‘It’s just a very, very satisfying 
experience — and I sure would love to see 
other people come over to the General and 
enjoy it as much as I do.”’ 

The shop could use at least ten more 
volunteers, she says, and she is confident 
that Director of Volunteer Services Mary 
O’Brien could find other assignments for 
willing volunteers not interested in working 
in the shop. 

“IT would advise anyone to just walk in 
cold like I did,’’ Mrs. Markle says.‘‘You 
either like it or you don’t — it isn’t for 
everyone. But I would encourage anyone to 
try it. Anyone would find the atmosphere 
extremely friendly, and everybody very 
helpful.”’ 

The veteran volunteer may someday 
‘‘branch out into other areas of the hospital, 
if I get tired of the shop — but right now 
that doesn’t seem very likely to happen,”’ 
she says. And if the day ever comes when 
she leaves Lawrence General, or finds time 
for some additional volunteering, she has 
thought about working at a hospice: ‘‘That 
sounds like it might be very fulfilling and 
meaningful to do.”’ 

What keeps her volunteering, in spite of 
those days when she wonders what she’s 
doing there? ‘‘I like to think I'm doing it 
because I’m contributing. But maybe it’s 
pretty selfish, because I enjoy it so much. I 
don't feel I'm giving up anything to be 
there. I have the choice.

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Shawsheen Timetable Is Set 


The School Committee this week agreed 
on a two-month timetable for determining 
the future of the Shawsheen School — which 
may or may not be used as a schoolhouse 
again in the near future 

With school administration offices now 
located in the Shawsheen scheduled to 
move into the former East Junior High 
around Christmastime, the committee 
Tuesday night agreed to decide on future 
use of the building during its Dec. 6 meet- 
ing 

But the first step will be to determine if 
and when the school might be needed for 
use as a school again, committee members 
indicated Tuesday night. During its next 
meeting, scheduled for Oct. 18, the commit- 
tee will review enrollment projects. ‘‘The 
decision that it won't be used as a school 
has not been made,’’ Chairman Richard 
Neal emphasized 

If, however, the building is not needed as 
a school, town officials will probably lease 
it for temporary use; a number of local 
educational organizations have expressed 
an interest in leasing the school beginning 
next fall 

The committee will also review at its 
next meeting an advisory statement from 
town counsel concerning the “‘legal impli- 
cations of any action we might take,”’ 
according to a memo from Michael Giam- 
musso, who drafted the recommended 
timetable. 

Committeeman Donald Robb said he 
would like that legal advice to include an 
opinion on whether the town would be re- 
quired to bring the building up to current 
codes on accessibility for the handicapped 
if the school reopens. 

On Nov. 1, the committee plans to estab- 
lish criteria for using the building, and 
review the arrangements that other com- 
munities have made for leasing school 
buildings. Organizations interested in leas-

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Total Enrollment Is Lower But 
Some Classrooms Overcrowded 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Andover has 1.4 percent fewer students 
enrolled in its schools this fall than last fall, 
yet as many as 36 students are crowded into 
some South School classrooms — a fact that 
South parents this week deplored and the 
school superintendent called ‘‘atrocious.”’ 

The committee promised to take action to 
reduce those class sizes at its next meeting, 
scheduled for Oct. 18. Chairman Richard 
Neal instructed the administration to re- 
view possible alternatives and return to the 
committee with recommendations for ac- 
tion. 

South School parents recommended that 
the committee vote to hire another teacher 
as the solution. 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert Tuesday 
night told the School Committee that school 
administrators have been following the 
committee’s guidelines for teacher-pupil 
ratios ‘‘consistently across the system.” 
The policy aims for 24 or 25 students in a 
classroom, with additional aides assigned 
to classes of more than 29 students. 

Assistant Superintendent Charles Mitsa- 
kos added that there are ‘‘some concerns” 
about class sizes, because while overall 
teacher-pupil ratios are on target, some 


students have been assigned to “‘instructio- 
nal groups’’ of more than 30 students. 

He noted that the committee recently 
authorized the addition of another instruc- 
tional aide at South School, but that position 
has not yet been filled. However, Mitsakos 
told Chairman Neal he did not know wheth- 
er adding an aide would solve the over- 
crowding problem at South. 

A number of parents of South School 
students complained that their children are 
in instructional groups of 36, leading to 
classrooms that are physically over- 
crowded. 

Jane Cassidy of Bristol Lane, represent- 
ing a group of South School parents, said 
adding an aide was ‘‘a nice step, but less 
than ideal.’’ Her daughter has been placed 
in a math group with 36 students, one teach- 
er and no aide, she said. 

Cassidy added that the South School area 
is ‘‘growing by leaps and bounds” with a 
number of new developments under con- 
struction, including the Tea Lots subdivi- 


- sion across from South School — and more 


students are likely to be entering the school 
as early as this year. 
Kenneth Tamarkin of Foster’s Pond 


urged the committee to add another teach- 
er to the South staff immediately. 

Andover Education Association President 
Stephen Jankauskas added that to allow 
classes of more than 30 students is ‘‘irre- 
sponsible’’ and “‘increasingly frustrating”’ 
to the teaching staff. 

When the committee’s teacher-pupil ratio 
guidelines were established, the committee 
did not expect classes to rise above 25 
students, Jankauskas said. ‘It is a serious 
situation.”’ 

Committee member Susan Poore said the 
committee has been working with ‘‘limited 
resources”’ in recent years, and that paren- 
ts were clearly asking the committee to 
‘spend our resources in the classroom 
first. I can’t imagine why we should have 36 
children in a math class.”’ 

But Donald Robb said if third-grade 
classes at South are overcrowded, classes 
also appear to be overcrowded in the fourth 
grade, and in the third and fourth grades at 
Sanborn School. 

“It complicates itself that way,’’ Robb 
said of the suggestion to hire a teacher 
‘There are other solutions that ought to be 
explored.”” 


Neal said that before he would agree to 
hire a teacher, he ‘‘would like to know that 
all the alternatives have been explored and 
dismissed.” 

The assistant superintendent said that 
South math students would be re-grouped 
this week. 

And Superintendent Seifert said the ad- 
ministration would ‘‘go back to look at the 
situation.’’ He called the idea of 36 students 
in an elementary school math class ‘’atro- 
cious,’’ and said he would like to consider 
the concept of ‘continuous progress’’ as 
one solution 

Continuous progress groups children by 
their ability, Seifert said, disregarding 
grade levels: second-grade students capa- 
ble of fourth-grade level work, for example, 
would be grouped with other students at 
that achievement level. ‘‘There are an- 
swers,’’ the superintendent promised 

This fall 5,000 students are enrolled in 
Andover schools: 2,397 elementary students 
and 2,603 secondary students. Last fall, 
there were 2,390 elementary students (sev- 
en less than this year), and 2,683 secondary 
students (80 more than this year), for a 
total decline in enrollments of 1.4 percent

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Retain The Shawsheen 


The school committee has been considering various 
proposals concerning the future use of the Shawsheen 
School once the administrative offices are moved to the 
former East Junior High School building. 

The Shawsheen building is a part of municipal prop- 
erty being considered within the framework of all of the 
town’s holdings as to what use it will have in the future. 
Included are, of course, the town hall and library, 
among other town structures. 

As for the Shawsheen structure, there have been 
various groups which have expressed an interest in its 
use for various purposes ranging from cultural pursuits 
to civic and educational use. 

While all may seem worthwhile, it is strongly recom- 
mended that the town, if it should be so inclined, allow 
use of the structure only on a temporary basis by 
anyone other than a municipal designation. 

Many will contend that the town, now that its second- 
ary school construction program is completed, has 
sufficient space to conduct its overall educational pro- 
gram. 

Cited, of course, are enrollment figures which contin- 
ue to decline in many communities and advisors, con- 
sultants and so-called experts maintain that direction 
will continue. 

Here, in Andover, however, there is considerable 
evidence that the projections used for other commu- 
nities many not apply here. 

Consider that continued new housing starts which 
annually near the 200 mark and show no sign of de- 
crease over the next few years. That statistic alone 
would indicate that at some future date, and possibly 
not too far down the line, additional school space will be 


The Shawsheen would be a natural accommodation 
when and if the added space becomes necessary and the 
building would seem large enough to be adaptive to a 
Situation when it becomes apparent. 

While the building is old in terms of service to the 
town, the Shawsheen has been added to and renovated 
twice within the past quarter century. 

The latest renovation was accomplished within the 
past decade, when architects won awards for taking an 
older educational structure and adapting it to meet 
modern school needs. ‘ 

When it was closed, further renovations were done, in 
order to make it adaptable to the school administrative 
offices. 

Those renovations were completed with the thought in 
mind that possibly someday it would revert to school 
use. 
The more recent decision to renovate the East Junior 
High and place all town and school offices under one 
roof, only accelerates the time frame within which the 
school administration would vacate the Shawsheen 
building. 

What school officials should consider, once they leave 
the structure, is allowing some group or groups tempo- 
rary use of the building, based on the theory that 
occupancy deters vandalism which most certainly 
would occur in an unoccupied municipal structure. 


While sale of the Shawsheen to a private group for 
conversion to apartments or other residential use may 
appeal to some in that it would put the property on the 
tax roles, it seems wiser to hold on to a valuable asset 
which one day may prove to be a tax savings, should 
additional school space be needed.

Some imported food 
contaminated with pesticides

WASHINGTON — When 
you go to the supermarket, 
you assume that the food 
you buy is safe to eat, uncon- 
taminated by dangerous 
pesticides. Don’t bet on it. 

Agricultural products that 
are imported into the United 
States may contain danger- 
ous amounts of poisonous 
chemicals from pesticides 
that are so dangerous their 
use has been banned in this 
country. 

The reason is very simple: 
American chemical compa- 
nies are allowed to sell the 
prohibited pesticides to 
other nations. Their custom- 
ers often are farmers in 
underdeveloped Third World 
nations who either don't 
know or don’t care how to 
use the pesticides properly. 
The result is contaminated 
food products, which are 
then imported into the Unit- 
ed States. 

The Food and Drug 
Administration is supposed 
to make sure that imported 
foods are free from chemi- 
cal contamination. But the 
FDA has no way of knowing 
what specific chemicals 
have been used on the food 
crops, and the government’s 
multipurpose tests don’t 
always detect them. 

We have seen computer 
printouts of some of the 
tests conducted by the FDA. 
Here are some examples of 
toxic chemicals that were 
found in food products:

— Lead, which can cause 
brain damage, was detected 
in imported coffee beans. 

— DDT and BHC were 
found in dozens of imported 
foods. The former can cause 
reproductive problems; the 
latter may cause cancer. 

— Formaldehyde was 
found in large amounts in 
imported pasta — spaghetti, 
macaroni and rigatoni. This 
chemical substance can 
cause damage to the central 
nervous system and various 
other neurological disorders. 

— Captan was found in 
high levels in imported 
strawberries. This pesticide 
is being studied intensively 
by the government and is 
suspected of causing birth 
defects. 

Congress held hearings 
last week on legislation that 
would tighten up controls on 
dangerous chemicals in 
imported food. But there 
probably won't be any fur- 
ther action this year to 
make imported foods safer.

He 
also happens to lack previ- 
ous judicial experience or 
even much time in the court- 
room. He is a lawyer, but he 
doesn’t have the 12 years of 
active law experience that 
the American Bar Associa- 
tion recommends for judges. 

There were female candi- 
dates available, and they 
had more experience than 
Wilkinson. The National 
Women’s Political Caucus 
gave the Justice Depart- 
ment the names of four 
qualified women candidates, 
all of them courtroom veter- 
ans. The White House 
ignored them. 

Wilkinson’s edge over the 
competition appears to be 
his and his family’s impec- 
cable ties to the good-old- 
boy political network in 
Virginia. For another thing, 
he’s only 38 years old, which 
means that his conservative 
views will probably be felt 
from the bench for 30 or 40 
years. 

There is no doubt about 
Wilkinson’s olitical 
conservatism. Unlike most 
candidates for federal 
judgeships, his opinions are 
on the record. He used to be 
an editorial writer for a dai- 
ly Norfolk newspaper, and 
he put his opinions down in 
black and white, day after 
day, year in and year out. 

In one editorial, for exam- 
ple, he supported capital 
punishment because, “I just 
don’t trust parole agencies.” 
In another editorial, two 


years ago, he wrote: “Com- 
pulsory busing is madness. 
Compulsory busing between 
city and suburbs is madness 
multiplied.”

It’s been a while since an Andover High football 
team has produced such an emotional victory, and 
for Head Coach Dick Collins it ranks as one of the 
most satisfying wins in his 25-year tenure at the 
Golden Warriors’ helm.

Although the teams had only met on three other 
occasions, Andover had never beaten Lowell. The 
Red Raiders turned a last-minute broken play into a 
7-0 victory in 1980, won a wild 22-21 decision in 1981 
and last fall smothered the Golden Warriors com- 
pletely in an overpowering 23-0 win 

Lowell entered last Saturday’s game undefeated 
and unscored upon, 2-0-0 with shutout victories over 
Central Catholic (8-0) and Haverhill (14-0) 

In addition, LHS was working on a carryover 
shutout string of four consecutive games and had 
allowed ony 21 points in its previous eight games 
(six shutouts) 

All those flashy figures were buried under And-

Lowell hits hard, far and away the hardest 
we've been hit this season. In the first half our kids 
were really getting stuck, but when you hit that 
hard it takes a lot out of you and that might have 
been what eventually did Lowell in 

‘We have six players who go both ways most of 
the game, and several others who did it part of the 
game,’ continued Collins. ‘But, my son, Rick, has 
been handling our conditioning program this year. I 
won't say we're in better condition than Lowell, 
because I really don’t know, but I do know that our 
kids are in shape.”’ 

“We just ran out of steam,”’ admitted Nelson. 
‘Andover played a great football game. They came 
right at us, beat us up front and their defense 
wouldn't let our backs run with any authority. 

With Stabile healthy we thought they would try to 
run the ball more, use ball control, and they tired us 
out with all those sweeps. Our defensive ends were 
dragging late in the game. The sweeps also spread 
out our defense, which made the sprint draw inside 
with Stabile much more effective. 

‘No excuses, We broke down. We couldn't play 
with them in the final period,’’ added Nelson. 

Stabile Lauded 

Stabile, who now has three touchdowns in two 
games, had just three yards rushing on five carries 
in the first half before picking up 70 yards in eight 
lugs in the second half. 

The 73 total yards give him exactly 200 yards (127 
vs. Lawrence) on 27 carries this year. 

‘Stabile is a tough, hard-nosed kid like all his 
older brothers were,’’ commented Collins. ‘‘There 
is no question he made a big difference for us today 

‘The shoulder injury was actually a bad bruise, 
and | think Bobby was a little concerned about it in 
the first half. I talked with him at halftime and told 
him to try and forget it, and once he took a few hits

“Stabile played a whale of a game,’’ offered 
Nelson. ‘“‘He’s an excellent running back.

Mark Nardone was Andover's best weapon in the 
half, punting out of trouble twice from his own 
endzone and averaging 44.0 yards for three kicks 


including a 56-yarder. 


“The kid is an outstanding punter,” stated Nel- 
son. ‘He cost us good field position a couple times 


in that first half.”

year has been one of ‘‘watching the bounc- 
ing mall,’’ to paraphrase an old movie jar- 
gon 

Finlayson originally proposed the mall 
for the Park-Bartlet street parking and 
store area. At the time, he and Webster, as 
Bartlet Realty Trust, acquired the property 
from Carlos Barcelos who had purchased it 
from Purity Supreme. 

As plans developed, the town offered an 
alternate proposal, moving the proposed 
mall from that location to the rear of the 
town hall. This would have allowed the town 
to utilize state funds to construct a parking 
garage on the Purity site. But, there was 
considerable opposition to the plan, with the 
result that town meeting, offered several 
proposals, settled on using state funding to 
acquire the Purity property, dispose of the 
building, and create a surface parking lot. 

Finlayson now will be able to proceed 
with his mall planning. He is the sole devel- 


oper of the complex. 

The first floor could house as many as 11 
retail establishments, the developer said. 
The actual number will depend primarily 
on the allocation of space to potential ten- 
ants. If one mercantile unit wants more 
space than another, then that would guide 
the total number of stores occupying the 
first floor. 

Planned for the rear, with walkways in 
from the parking lot, is an atrium and an 
elevator to the second floor. 

Second floor space will be delegated to 
offices, or commercial-business type ven- 
tures not commanding steady traffic. 

There will be about 2,000 square feet of 
loft space on the third floor. 

Total space available in the complex will 
be in the vicinity of 18,000 square feet. 

Finlayson sees somewhere in the vicinity 
of 15 to 25 jobs being created through the 
new mall 


While the final plans remain to be drawn 
by architect Mark Gulliver of Acton, the 
design will be probably be Colonial-contem- 
porary. 

The project will involve demolition of a 
portion of the Park Street wood-frame 
buildings which now abut the former super- 


store cement block structure. Buildings to 
the rear, which among other businesses 
house Finlayson’s Real Estate Guide opera- 
tions, will remain. 

The property is zoned for business use, 
thus no special permits are necessary for 
the development.

An adjustment counselor will be returned 
to the school department staff with the 
unanimous approval of the School Commit- 
tee, although at the moment the committee 
has no specific source of funding for the 
counselor's $17,751 salary. 

And the committee plans to look at alter- 
native ways to provide the counseling man- 
dated by state law when it begins budget 
deliberations later this year, committee 
members indicated. 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert Tuesday 
night recommended that the school depart- 
ment hire an additional adjustment coun- 
selor, a position previously cut from the 
budget to save money, and ‘“‘try to effect 
some economies as the year goes by’’ to 
cover the salary. 

Committeeman Michael Giammusso 
moved to hire a counselor because there is 
‘an established need for this position,”’ and 
even though the source of funding for the 
position is indefinite, it seemed ‘‘a prudent 
risk to take.” 

Robert Smith agreed that the position 
was needed, but said he was concerned that 
the committee might be spending ‘‘money 
that we really don’t know if we have or 
not.’’ Susan Poore said she was also con- 
cerned about the funding — and that per- 
haps the money should be spent elsewhere: 
possibly to deal with overcrowded elemen- 
tary school classrooms, for example (a 
subject that was discussed later during the 
meeting ) 

But Chairman Richard Neal said he 
would support the motion because the $17,- 
751 salary would represent .17 percent of 
the committee’s total budget, and it seemed 
likely that the schools would find that much 
money left over at the end of the fiscal 
year 

“It seems that .17 percent is perhaps not 
going out too far on a limb,’’ Neal said. 

Donald Robb agreed, adding that the 
town is mandated by state law to provided 
counseling service — and that by neglecting 
to provide that service, Andover might 
‘‘risk putting some children in jeopardy.”’ 

Peggy Johnson, representing the Chapter 
766 Parents Advisory Council, said the com- 
mittee was ‘‘strongly in favor’’ of adding a 
counselor, and urged the committee to sup- 
port Giammusso’s motion. 

The committee voted unanimously to hire 
an adjustment counselor. But they also 
approved a motion from Poore to direct the 
administration to begin an extensive study 
of a third-party payment system of provid- 
ing counseling as a future possibility for 
Andover 

That plan would have parents seek coun- 
seling for their children outside the school 
system, to be reimbursed with insurance

payments. The chairman, however, noted 
that he did not foresee a day when the 
school system would have no counselors on 
staff.

* Acrylic caulk with silicone: The newest caulk on the market. It is highly resistant 
to cracking and is unaffected by sunlight. 

Silicone caulk rises to the surface on application and forms a waterproof finish. 
Like all acrylic and latex-based caulks, it should not be used in direct contact with 
water. 

The caulk adheres well to glass, wood, concrete, plaster, drywall, brick, plastics, 
ceramic and metal. Requires water for cleanup and can be painted. 

¢ Silicone: Has all the features of acrylic with silicone and can withstand a wide 
temperature range. 

It offers high water resistance, no shrinkage and excellent elasticity. Requires 
solvent for cleanup. Silicone may yellow and only certain brands can be painted. 

¢ Polyurethane Caulk: It is best used for filling large holes and not as a surface 
caulk. 

Applied from an aerosol can, polyurethane caulk is a foam which generally 
requires repeated use before the do-it-yourselfer develops a knack for applying the 
caulk level with the surface area being sealed. 

Solvent-based, the caulk requires a chlorinated solvent for cleanup or must be 
sanded or cut to bring it level with the area being sealed.

This means that your heating contractor should be able to show you 
not only how much money a new boiler will cost (including installation) but how 
much money it will save on your present fuel bill. 

If your heating contractor is really on the ball, he should also be able to take these 
figures — which are based on Department of Energy test procedures — and show you 
how quickly your savings will pay for the new boiler. You can, of course, use your 
savings any way you wish, but computing the rate of pay back is an excellent 
yardstick for indicating the amount of return on the investment you're getting. In 
many cases, a new boiler will pay for itself in as little as three years.

A cement garage floor can dete- 
riorate rapidly as oil residue and 
rain and snow runoff come in con- 
tact with it. You can prolong the 
floor’s life by coating it with a liquid 
sealer.

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Proper Ventilation Is Needed In Attic 
To Eliminate Serious Moisture Problems 


In tightening up your home to make it more energy efficient, keep in mind the need 


for proper ventilation 


As you go about bracing your house against winter’s onslaught, various openings — 
big and small — are plugged. However, in doing so, you not only trap your expensive- 


ly heated air, but also the moisture generated in the house. 


Unless ventilation to some degree is permited, this moisture will condense on 


various surfaces and could lead to potentially serious problems 
ATTICS: 


Attics, for example, are one of the prime places in homes where needed ventilation 
is often missing. Even when there is a vapor barrier of some type of impervious 
material, moisture can still gain its way into the attic, condensing on the ceiling and 


eventually dripping into any insulation that is present. 


As a result, minimum damage could consist of stained ceilings and damp and 
inefficient insulation. Of more serious concern is the potential problem of mildew 
and wood rot. By the time you become aware of the existence of these latter 


problems, it might be too late to rectify them at a reasonable cost. 


The solution to these possibilities is to provide your house with more ventilation. 
Recommended levels are as follows: If a vapor barrier is present, you need one- 
square foot net-free ventilation (not counting louvers or screens) for every 300 
square-feet of attic area. If a vapor barrier is non-existent, you need one square-foot 


net free ventilation for every 150 square-feet of attic area. 


If your house has sofr, if the crawl space is closed off from the basement and a 
vapor barrier is applied to the ground, then a minimum of one square-foot of net-free 
ventilation is needed for every 300 square-feet of crawl space area. In the winter, all 


basement crawl space vents should be closed

WALLS: 

Wall ventilation is usually not a problem under normal conditions, but in areas of 
high moisture, such as the kitchen, laundry rooms and especially bathrooms, 
excessive mositure may build up on walls and ceilings. 

The first thing to do is to try to cut down on the amount of moisture. Cover boiling 
pans. Be sure the dryer is properly vented, and use water flow reducers in faucets 
and showerheads. Open doors to other areas of the house. 

If the problem still exists, consider adding an exhaust fan. Try to get one which 
closes tightly when not in use. Vent directly to the outside. Do not vent moisture into 
the attic or basement to compound any problems in those sites. 

In some houses, moisture cannot work its way through the walls. Two conditions 
can cause this situation. The vapor barrier may be installed so tightly, while other 
openings are plugged so thoroughly, that moisture cannot escape outside. 

This is a rare occurrence — usually the mark of a house constructed with 
painstaking care. To correct it, an air-to-air heat exchanger may be needed, possibly 
in tandem with a dehumidifier, if internal water vapor generation is severe. 

The second condition occurs when sidings such as aluminum or vinyl have been 
installed and act unintentionally as vapor barriers, trapping the moisture within the 
wall cavity. Here, it is a good idea to ensure that there is some ventilation through 
the siding. 


This is of particular importance when no vapor barrier exists on the ‘‘warm in 
winter’ side of the wall and/or if insulation was blown into the wall cavity. Vapor 


barrier paints can be used on internal walls (and ceilings) in an effort to inhibit 
moisture penetration

Compact Laundry Units 
Fit Most Apartments 


Living in a small apartment with 
limited kitchen space needn't pre- 
vent you from installing your own 
clothes washer and dryer. 

In fact, if you've got a nook or 
cranny to spare, you can set up your 
own laundry center. 

Many manufacturers have come 
out with portable mini-versions of 
washers and dryers that can be 
Squeezed into almost any corner of 
your apartment. 

However, don't think these pint- 
size machines have pint-size price 
tags. Far from it. A space-saving 
washer and dryer can cost just as 
much as or more than standard-size 
units. In department stores, mini- 
washers are priced from about $250 
for the smaller units to over $400 for 
the fancier models that feature 
more speeds and fabric settings. 

Mini-dryers are in the $200-350 
range, with gas-operated dryers 
costing considerably more than 
electric ones. 

Although in most cases the appli- 
ances can be bought separately, 
there are some models in which the 
washer and dryer are attached and 
are sold as a unit. One model of this 
type retails for a little over $500. 

MINI-APPLIANCES ARE CON- 
VENIENT: 

The mini-appliances come on 
wheels and can be moved about easi- 


ly. To use the washer, just roll it out 
of its storage area and hook it up to 
your kitchen faucet. No special 
plumbing or wiring is needed. 

The dryer, too, is portable. Just 
plug it into an r is operated inside a 
closet, the door must be left open for 
ventilation. 

Most manufacturers provide 
racks that enable you to store these 
appliances piggy-back fashion, with 
the dryers on top and the washer 
nestled below it. The washer can be 
easily pulled out and wheeled over 
to the sink, while the dryer can be 
used right on the rack. 

Many manufacturers are reluc- 
tant to say how many pounds of 
clothing their mini-appliances can 
handle at one time, and speak in- 
stead of volume or ‘typical loads.’ 
The average is about 1/3 the capaci- 
ty of a standard washer; that’s 
about five or six pounds of laundry. 

Mini-dryers are not energy-sav- 
ers, although they appear to be at 
first glance. Designed for apart- 
ment houses that may have limited 
electrical facilities, these dryers op- 
erate on 110-120 volts. The mini-dry- 
ers never get as hot as regular 
dryers, so it takes them much long- 
er to dry an equal amount of laun- 
dry. Their prolonged operating time 
offsets their lower power require- 
ments.

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Switching to a lower cost heating fuel can be an economical move for many 
Massachusetts residents. 

But before you or your family change from oil or electric heat to wood, coal or gas, 
be sure to consider the cost of any new equipment, the amount of time required to use 
the alternative fuel, and necessary safety precautions, advises Bob Schrader, 
extension energy specialist at the University of Massachusetts in Amherst. 

Over the past eight years, many people have shifted from electric and oil heat to 
wood and natural gas because of the difference in cost between the fuels. Before you 
switch heat sources, Schrader suggests you ask yourself the following questions: 

IF YOU change to a different fuel, how much will the new equipment cost? 
Replacing a furnace or burner, constructing a chimney or purchasing a stove are all 
costly investments which must be justified by fuel savings. 

WHAT WILL the future cost of the alternative fuel be? All fuels are subject to price 
increases. In addition, natural gas will be deregulated over the next five years, which 
means the price will rise. 

WHAT ARE the time requirements or inconvenience factors of the alternative fuel 
source? Heating with wood or coal means tending a fire daily and performing 
seasonal maintenance. And how inconvenient will it be for you or someone in your 
family to carry in up to 100 pounds of wood per day? 

DO YOU have adequate storage space for wood or coal? Wood and coal should be

kept dry, and the farther away the storage site is from the heating unit, the more 
inconvenience you'll have. 

HAVE YOU considered all the safety requirements? Wood or coal-burning fur- 
naces or stoves must be at least 36 inches away fom any combustible objects, or 
there must be adequate wall protection. Chimneys must be tile-lined and in good 
conditon. Children and pets must be kept away from the stove or furnace so they will 
not suffer accidental burns. 

After considering those questions, you might want to check into increasing the 
efficiency of your existing gas or oil burner. This can be done by having regular 
maintenance and/or by installing a new, more efficient unit which can decrease your 
heating cost by 15 to 25 percent. 

Finally, consider whether your money might be better invested in energy conserv- 
ing improvements to your home, such as insulation and weatherstripping. Conserva- 
tion is a good investment that will save you money each year without changing yoyur 
lifestyle.

Watertight With Caulk 


Many older style kitchen counters 
don’t have built-in backsplashes to 
protect walls from water sprays and 
spills. Where these flat surfaces 
meet the wall, it is important to seal 
the seams. If such measures are’nt 
taken, particularly around the sink 
area, water will seep into the crack 
and cause damage. 


A few minutes with caulk de- 
signed for this purpose is all it takes 
to protect against the water spills 
likely to happen in a busy kitchen. 
Bath and kitchen caulk is handyto 
use, coming in an easy-to-handle 
squeeze tube and providing a lasting 
watertight seal for the sink’s splash- 


board. 

Before applying caulk, wash away 
dirt and any grease residue from the 
surface. Wash with soap and water 
first, then follow with rubbing alco- 
hol or household disinfectant to re- 
move all traces grime and mildew. 
Finally rinse well with clear water 
and allow to dry thoroughly. 

Caulk along the seam from one 
end to the other. Apply with pres- 
sure to completely fill the crack. 
Use a wet finger to remove the 
excess caulk and to level out the 
bead. Allow the caulk to dry for 24 
hours. It will dry to clean white 
finish, but it can be painted to match 
the kitchen decor.

Now that ‘‘building in’’ is becoming as popular as ‘‘building 
on,’’ more and more homeowners are turning their unfinished 
basements into much needed family rooms, sewing centers, 
hobby shops or at-home offices. But there’s one thing the do- 
it-yourselfer needs to know before tackling the assignment: 
insulating the basement with a moisture resistant product is a 
very important step if you want a drab, dreary cellar to 
become a cozy, year-round living space. 

Basement insulation used to be considered nonessential. We 
all assumed the earth around the foundation did the job, but a 
well-insulated home without basement insulation may let 
more than 20 percent of its heat loss escape through the cellar 
walls and seep out above the foundation line. Even much of 
the basement bonus heat from such things as the water 
heater, furnace and clothes dryer will go to waste unless you 
insulate concrete block or poured basement walls on the 
inside all the way to the floor.

This is one of the most important steps, mainly because 
many kinds of insulation won't work in the basement. Prod- 
ucts such as batt insulation lose their effectiveness once they 
get wet. A moisture-resistant foam panel is what you need for 
basement installation and Foamular® Extruded Polystyrene 
Insulation’s close-cell structure and continuous skin surfaces 
are especially effective in resisting moisture and retarding 
the passage of heat.

A hammer, saw, 
carpenter's level, square, measuring tape, utility knife, caulk- 
ing gun and pencil are about all the tools you'll need. 

In addition, Foamular panels offer an R-value of 5 per inch 
thickness of material, more than many other insulations 
offer. To get the same insulating value from many other 
products, the insulation would have to be thicker, thereby 
cutting down on potential living space. For basement installa- 
tions, Foamular panels are available in %4’’, 1’, 14’’ or 2” 
thicknesses. The higher the R-value the greater the insulating 
power. Ask your seller for the fact sheet on R-values. 
Planning the job. 

The following method, which works for uneven and out-of- 
plumb walls and conserves more floor space than other 
methods, also makes it possible to use up to 2” thick Foamu- 
lar panels for more insulating value. (Two inches of Foamular 
give an R-value of approximately 10.) It involves erecting a 2”’ 
x 2"’ framing aseembly first, then precisely cutting Foamular 
insulating panels and friction fitting, or pressing them in 
between the 2°’ x 2’ studs. Foil-Back Sheetrock® Brand 
Gypsum panels should be installed directly on to the studs as a 
vapor retarder and fire barrier. 

Preliminary steps 

First, you'll want to order 2 ft. x 8 ft. lengths of Foamular 
panels to install vertically. Then, establish where the new 
interior wall lines will be. Be sure the new lines clear all 
unevenness and obstructions in the existing walls. Then mark 
the place on the floor where the bottom 2’ x 2’’ (Dbottom 
plate’’) of the framing assembly will go. Rub a string with 
chalk and ‘‘snap” a chalk line at the location. Remember to 
allow for electrical lines if they are to be incorporated in the 
wall. 

To prepare for the attachment of the top 2’’ x 2”’ (‘‘top 
plate’) when the ceiling joists run parallel to the wall, you’ll 
need to put in ‘‘blocks’’. A block is a short 2” x 2” piece of 
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wood that spans two adjacent ceiling joists. They should be 
installed every 4 ft. on center. (that means 4 feet from the 
center of one to the center of the next.) The ‘‘top plate’’ of the 
framing assembly will later be attached to these blocks. When 
joists run perdendicular to the wall, you'll attach the top plate 
directly to the joists. 

Framing Assembly 

Basically, a framing assembly is a wood frame of 2”’ x 2’’s. 
It consists of a horizontal ‘‘bottom plate’ which is anchored to 
the concrete at the floor line, vertical studs that are placed 
every 24 inches on center (0.c.) and the horizontal ‘‘top plate’’ 
which is nailed into the ceiling joists or blocks. 

There are two ways to make a framing assembly: 

1. Assemble on the floor and tilt into place or 

2. Assemble against the wall. 

The first method is easier for the inexperienced carpenter, 
primarily because it does not require toenailing (nailing at an 
engle. ) 

Assembling on the floor 

If you're going to put the framing assembly together on the 
floor, start by finding out how long your studs should be. To do 
this, you'll need to temporarily install the bottom and top 
plates. The bottom plate can merely rest on the floor along the 
chalk line, but the top plate should be temporarily nailed to 
the ceiling joists or blocks. 

Studs will be placed every 24 inches on center (0.c.), but be 
careful about their location when ceiling joists are perpendic- 
ular to the wall. Studs and joists must not coincide or you 
won't be able to permanently attach the top plate the joists. 
Also, you should be sure to measure the length of each stud 
They will vary slightly due to unevenness of the joists and/or 
the floor. 

Now, take the bottom and top plates down, and place them 
on the floor. Cut each stud 3/8" or 1/2’’ shorter than the 
distance you have just measured, to allow clearance for plate 
adhesive and tilting up of the framing assembly. It is impor- 
tant to size studs accurately and to cut their ends perfectly 
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square. (A miter box is worth the investment.) Put each stud 
in its place on the floor, spaced every 24’ o.c. 

You're now ready for final framing assembly on the floor. 
End-nail each stud through top and bottom plates using one 
16d nail in each end. Check continually with your carpenter’s 
level for stud alignment and framing flatness. 

Before you tilt the framing assembly up to its permanent 
location, use your caulking gun to lay one continuous, straight 
bead of Durabond® Construction Adhesive along the floor 
where the bottom plate is to be. Now tilt up the completed 
assembly, centering the bottom plate on the adhesive bead.

Press the framing down firmly and plumb with the carpent- 
er’s level 

There are several types of concrete anchors you can use to 
permanently attach the bottom plate to the concrete floor. 
(Ask your hardware man which one he recommends). A 
carbide-tip drill bit is recommenced for drilling necessary 
holes into the concrete. You should have a minimum of two 
anchors for every 2’’ x 2’’ length, and these should be placed 
no more than 8 ft. apart. 

To attach the top plate where ceiling joists are perdenticu- 
lar to the wall, you will wedge in a wood shim tightly between 
the plate and joists, every 4 ft. 0.c., before nailing them 
together with a single 16d nail. (These shims make up for the 
fact you had to cut the studs slightly short to tilt them up into 
place. ) 

Where the joists are parallel to the wall, attach the top plate 
to the blocks which you installed previously and insert wooden 
shims. (See ‘‘Preliminary Steps.’’) 


Assembling against the wall 

This may sound easier than assembling on the floor, but it 
requires toenailing which is tricky, so if you are inex- 
perienced at this technique perhaps you can skip this section. 
Experienced craftsman, on the other hand, can assemble the 
frame against the wall by attaching the bottom plate directly 
to the floor with concrete anchors and attaching the top plate 
to the joists or blocks

Here’s how to get started: 

TOOLS: 


In addition to pliers, a hammer, wide chisel, yardstick and pencil, you will also 
need nippers to cut small pieces of tile, a notched trowel to apply the adhesive and a 
rubber faced trowel for grouting. These are inexpensive tools and are available at 
your local hardware store. You might also want to rent a water-colored saw or hand 
cutter to make the job go faster. 

REMOVE FIXTURES: 

Most plastic laminate counters have a four-inch back splash, joined at right angles 
to the counter. This can be easily removed with a wide chisel and hammer. After 
doing so, disconnect the plumbing and cap all pipes. Then remove the sink and any 
other drop-in fixtures. 


PLAN LAYOUT: 


Ceramic tiles will be installed right over the old counter top. Abrade the laminated 
counter with a block wrapped in coarse sand paper to ensure a better bond between 


the laminate surface and adhesive.

Experiment with layout, so that full pieces of tile can be used as much as possible. 
Plan for any necessary cuts in unobtrusive places. 

Allow the cove trim pieces at the back of the counter and cap trim at the front. 
Install the tile along the front of the counter with a “-i_.ch overhang. Finish off with 
another piece of trim on the front edge of the counter. 

Use nippers to shape the tile to irregular contours, such as around the sink area, 
and use the water-cooled saw or hand cutter for making straight cuts 

PLACING THE TILES: 

Spread the adhesive with the notched trowel covering a small area at a time. For 
ceramic mosaics, use a 1/8 by 1/8 by 1/8 size trowel. 

Set the tile firmly in the adhesive by tapping with a wooden block. After the counter 
tile is installed, spread the adhesive on the back splash and repeat the process. 

Wait until the following day to grout and mix according to manufacturer's 
directions. Consider using colored grout which adds design value and also helps 
camouflage food stains. 

Spread grouting material with a rubber-faced trowel to fill the spaces between the 
tiles. Then sprinkle dry grout over the surface to absorb excess moisture. Next, rub 
the surface with clean, dry burlap to compact the grout joints. 

Clean excess grout from tile by spreading sawdust dampened with water and then 
rubbing the tile again with burlap. 


Your new ceramic tile counter top will usually require only wiping with a damp 
cloth to keep clean. 
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Plan Kitchen Design To Reduce Hazards 


Your kitchen is the busiest room in the house. 

It can also be the location of dangerous home accidents, especially when moving hot 
utensils, using light or appliance switches near the sink or operating a garbage disposal 
unit 

Reduce the hazards before problems occur. Plan ahead for proper kitchen design. 

SAFE KITCHENS: 

Safe kitchens are well-lighted, well-ventilated and planned for efficiency by the architect 
and designer. It is costly to correct and eliminate hazards later, when a house has been 
completed and equipment instaled. 

Planning for efficiency and safety in the early stages of construction will prevent 
expensive and major structural changes in the future. 

Safety and efficiency result from applying suitable space standards, planning the kitchen 
location and arrangement in relationship to the rest of the house and properly placing well- 
selected fixtures and appliances 

Space should be allocated for storage, appliances, work counters and the anticipated 
traffic pattern and living habits of the family. Sink, stove, refrigerator and other work 
areas should be placed to save steps. Heavily trafficked areas should be left uncrowded. 

WORK TRIANGLE: 

The heart of the kitchen is the work triangle — formed by lines connecting the center 
fronts of the sink, range and refrigerator. The sum of the sides of the work triangle should 
not exceed 23 feet. As the major activity area in the kitchen, this triangle should be out of 
the path of most traffic through the room to adjacent areas. 

TRAFFIC FLOW: 

Most traffic flow through a kitchen is bound for the backyard or an adjacent dining area. 
A combination of hot dishes, appliances, kitchen utensils and traffic flow can cause 
accidents 

Good planning will keep traffic out of the work area and provide adequate clearance 
between fixtures and appliances. A minimum of 48 inches should be provided between 
cabinets and appliances placed opposite each other. When such fixtures are placed at right 
angles to each other and separated by a passageway, they should be spaced a minimum of 
30 inches apart 

In an ‘L’ or ‘U’ shaped kitchen, the minimum edge distance between an appliance and an 
adjacent corner should be nine inches from the edge of a sink, 16 inches from the 
refrigerator and 14 inches from the center of the nearest range burner. These recommend- 
ed distances allow people to pass each other safely while using the fixtures, carrying hot 
foods and opening and closing cabinet and appliance doors and drawers. 

CABINETS: 

The size, number and location of cabinets should be determined while the kitchen is being 
designed. Base cabinets and counter tops with wall cabinets above should not exceed 24

inches to the rear of wall cabinets without standing on stools or possibly dangerous 
makeshift climbing aides. 

For counter tops without wall cabinets above, a 30-inch depth is the recommended 
maximum. The top shelves of cabinets above the floor and wall cabinet depth should not 
exceed 12 inches maximum. 

Cabinet counters should be flush with installed appliances and fixtures for this level of 
operation. The trim used on counter top edges should be free of sharp edges, burrs and 
points. 


DOORS: 

Door swings which conflict with or restrict the use of appliances should be avoided. 
Doors should be installed to swing against the side or end of a cabinet or out of the kitchen. 
Where standard hinged doors would present a hazard, the use of sliding or folding doors is 
recommended. 

APPLIANCES: 

No matter how well designed, kitchen appliances are potentially hazardous when heating, 
grinding, cutting, shearing, mashing or otherwise performing their necessary functions. 
They must be carefully located and properly installed. 

Here are some of the general rules: 

* Refrigerators should be installed where the interior is accessible to the work triangle 
and the door swing does not interfere with traffic flow or with other doors or drawers. 

* A minimum of 18 inches of counter space on each side of ranges or 24 inches on at least 
one side of separate oven units provides adjacent space for setting hot utensils, with room 
for their handles. 

* Choose a range with controls located at the front or the side and eliminate storage areas 
above the burners. This reduces the risk of spattering grease, boiling water or steam and 
the danger of garments catching fire when reaching over hot burners. 

_* Range hoods are instaled to remove heat, smoke, moisture and odors and to provide a 
light source immediately above the cooking surface. A safe-designed range should have 
rounded corners and rolled edges. It should be installed at sucha height that the lower edge 
does not restrict the view of utensils on the rear heating elements. the optimum height for 
hood installations range between 56 and 60 inches above the floor. 

* Exhaust systems incorporated within the hood should mechanically direct their flow 
into the attic or other overhead, unused space in the house. 

* There are two types of garbage disposals in general use in homes today, and both have 
inherent safety standards. Batch-feed disposals are loaded to capacity and activated by a 
nearby switch. :

Used primarily for 
decorative effects, these highly flexible 
lighting fixtures can be placed exactly 
where you want them and controlled pre- 
cisely to provide the intensity, shape and 
color of light beam desired. 

Accent lighting is ideal for highlighting 
artwork, a prized collection, a charming 
bouquet; adding sparkle or creating strong 
light and shadow patterns to dramatize 
treasured possessions and individualizing 
your home. 

Accent lighting can be achieved with open 


reflector cans which provide a cone of di- 
rectional light. Directed straight down 
close to a wall, they highlight the texture of 
masonry walls and hanging textiles. Away 
from the walls, open cans create an inti- 
mate pool of light to accent a table top 
setting, plants or flowers. Aimed at a 30° 
angle from the vertical, open reflector cans 
enhance pictures, paintings and photos and 
minimize reflected glare. Cans placed on 
the floor under plants create fascinating 
shadow patterns on the ceiling providing 
high drama at minimum cost. 

Another method of providing accent light- 
ing is the use of framing projectors. They 
enable you to shape a beam of light to the 
exact size and shape you want by a series of 
lenses and shutters. It is an excellent way 
to highlight a painting, sculpture or prized 
collectable. Spill light is omitted so only the 
displayed article is lighted.

Illuminate a three di- 
mensional object from more than one loca- 
tion. Spots ahead of and on either side of an 
object create depth. Light from straight on 
makes an object appear flat.

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Tips To Protect Your Family From Fire 


What do most people say about house fires? 

“It can’t happen to us,”’ is a common response. ‘We're 
careful.” 

But the truth is, fires can break out in anyone’s home or 
apartment. And they can cost dearly in terms of life and 
property. 

In order to prevent home fires, we must be aware of all 
possible fire hazards. Homes contain many ingition sources, 
such as stoves and fireplaces, as well as numerous materials 
that will burn if overlooked or ignored, until it’s too late. 

Listed below are some of the major causes of home fires, as 
well as tips on how to protect you and your property from such 
dangers: 

CARELESS USE OF CIGARETTES: 

Most home fires are due to this. Always use ash trays when 
smoking and never smoke in bed. Also, be sure to check 
around furniture for smoldering cigarettes. 

FAULTY LIGHTING: 

Cracked electrical cords, broken plugs and poor connections 
often start fires. Check all your electrical equipment to be 
sure it’s in good condition. 

FAULTY ELECTRICAL WIRING: 

Make sure your electrical circuits are not overloaded. 
Replace blown fuses with ones of the proper size. Also, never 
run electrial or extension cords under carpets, and use only 
heavy duty electrical circuits for large appliances, such as air 
conditioners. 


Have your heating system inspected regularly. Avoid wear- 
ing loose-fitting clothes that could catch on fire when cooking, 
and don't leave anything cooking unattended on the stove. 

FLAMMABLE LIQUIDS, FLUIDS, PAINTS AND THIN- 
NERS: 

All are dangerous. never smoke when working with such 
liquids. And don’t use or store them near heat sources. 

CARELESS USE OF MATCHES OR LIGHTERS: 

Be sure to keep them away from children. Also, never 
discard matches until you are sure they are completely out. 

OPEN FLAMES AND SPARKS: 

Open flames from fireplaces, candles and oil burning lamps 
can touch off fires if they get too close to rugs, furniture or 
other household items. Sparks can also ignite invisible flam- 
mable vapors in the home. 

FAULTY CHIMNEYS AND VENTS: 

Chimneys and fireplaces should be checked regularly for 
cracks, crumbling bricks, obstructions and other hazards. 
Also, be sure to seal off unused flue openings.

CARELESSNESS WITH: APPLIANCES: 


Kill Weeds 
In The Fall 


Many troublesome weeds are best controlled in the fall. 

Dandelions, chickweed, plantain, ground ivy, white clover 
and other perennial broadleaf weeds are especially suited for 
fall control. 

Since these weeds are perennials (Having a life cycle of 
more than two years), they go through a vigorous growth 
spurt in the fall. Weed killers applied at this time readily 
move down to the roots, along with food that the plant is 
storing for the winter, and kill the weed.Eliminating perenni- 
al weeds now will clear the way for desired grasses in the 
spring 

According to the National Sprayer and Duster Association, 
proper application of the herbicide or weed killer is important 
for best control. A compression sprayer with tank capacity 
from one to four gallons gives you good control over the spray 
and is ideal for lawn weed control 

If your lawn area is large, you may want to consider a small 
power sprayer with a tank capacity of about 10 gallons. It will 
cover large areas fast, especially when equipped with a multi- 
nozzle boom or a single broad-spray nozzle. 

National Sprayer and Duster Association specialists advise 
using a coarse spray applied at a low pressure to avoid drift. 

Avoid spraying on a windy day. The drift of the herbicide 
may damage other plantings. 

It’s best to keep one sprayer for weed control, mark it 
plainly, and use it-only for that purpose. Weed killer is 
difficult to clean completely from your sprayer. A small 
amount of residue could cause problems if the same sprayer 
were later used on vegetables, flowering plants or ornamen- 
tals. 

See your garden supply retailer or county agent for assis- 
tance in choosing the right weed control material for your 
lawn. Be sure to follow label directions carefully.
